A reioluiion  in  Parliament  prepares  the 
'^ay  for  the  introduction  of  a Government 
measure.  I he  measure  in  this  instance  is 
being  brought  forward  by  Mr  King  and  hia 
Cabinet,  li  proposa  to  give  Membea  of  the 
House  of  Commons  $6,000  each  session,  m 
place  of  $4,000:  and  of  that  sum  to  make 
$2,000,  by  W'ay  of  an  “allowance."  tax-free 
It  proposes,  further,  “similar"  treatment  for 
the  Senate,  according  to  Mr.  King,  with 
some  doubt  yet  as  to  (he  lax-lrce  privilege  m 
respect  of  the  Senate.

The  Fiml  ‘•Take" 

We  warn  Parliament  now  that  the  people 
oi  Canada,  in  our  view,  will  not  tolerate 
or  condone  any  such  action  at  this  time. 
Every  member  ol  cither  the  Upper  or  Lower 
C hamber  who  votes  to  increase  his  pocket  at 
the  expense  of  the  public  in  this,  the  first 
pogtwar  year,  will  be  setting  his  own  stature 
in  the  eyes  of  the  electors..

Mr  King 
personally  will  lose  the  support  of  prominent 
and  life-long  Liberals  in  Canada  If  the 
Commons  and  the  Senate  vote  themselves  a 
special  cut  from  the  people's  taxes  and  the 
Progressive  Conservatives  lake  that  lying 
down,  the  ConKrvative  Party  need  not 
bother  to  appeal  to  this  couniry  at  the  next 
election.  All  will  be  tarred  with  (he  same 
brush- -self  interest,  and  that  before  tlie  last 
shot  in  liufope  has  ceawJ  tu  re-echo.  If  Mr. 
King  also  voles  $2,000  more  for  himself,  he 
might  as  well  forget  about  “laminc  in  Lur 
ope  " Mr  lUlcy  need  not  bother,  in  that 
event,  to  appeal  to  this  nation  again  Co  strive 
and  to  save  ’’  I he  bona  tides  of  Parliament 
Itself  will  be  thallcnged.

The  rcvcUtions  of  Nazi  cruelty  thatUlVk 
come  to  light  since  the  war  rndccl  have  been 
overwhelming  in  extent.  The  world  at 
large  is  almost  sated  with  stones  of  the  hor- 
ror and  atrocities  laid  directly  at  the  feet  of 
»o  many  henchmen  of  the  Nazi  system.  Of 
particular  interest  to  Canadians  at  the  mo- 
ment. however,  is  the  trial  at  Aurich.  Ger- 
many. of  the  S.S.  commander  charged  with 
respKinsihility  for  the  brutal  murder  of  sol- 
diers from  this  Dominion- 

Much  of  the  evidence  that  will  convict 
Nazi  criminals  is  of  necessity  circumstantial. 
In  this  instance  there  is  the  eyewitness  ac- 
count. beyond  all  doubt  or  dispute,  of  a 
Nova  Scotian  sergeant  who  watched  his  com- 
rades shot  in  cold  blood  after  falling  into 
German  hands.  In  the  heat  of  battle  it  is 
often  a case  of  no  quarter  being  given  by 
either  side.  I'his  may  be  deplorable,  but  it 
is  inevitable  in  war.  But  once  prisoners  are 
taken  all  the  rules  of  decency  and  the  Geneva 
ConVentic^  demand  that  they  should  be 
well  treated.  T he  Nazis  ignored  this  with 
gangster  slayings  and  unprovoked  savagery. 

The  beachhead  battles  around  Caen  were 
furious  in  intensity,  and  in  the  course  of  them 
some  Canadians  were  captur'ed  by  trtxips  of 
the  Nazi  cpmmandcr.  Major-Cieneral  Kurt 
Meyer  They  were  searched  and  then  some 
of  them  put  against  a wall  and  executed. 
T he  Nova  Scotian  sergeant  saw'  it  happen.  He 
tried  to  aid  a comrade  and  was  pushed  ruth- 
lessly aside.  His  word  is  inviolable,  and  may 
help  to  convict  the  man  who  gave  the  orders 
for  such  inhumanity 

On  local  screens  this  week  may  be  seen 
new'srecl  pictures  of  the  Nazj  leaders  in  an- 
other courtrcxim.  at  Nurrnberg.  Stripped  of 
the  panoply  and  parade  (hat  surrounded 
them  m their  days  of  unbridled  power,  (hvv 
look  a shabby  lot  as  craven  as  the  henchmen 
thev  commanded -to  do  (heir  evil  bidding.

IMS.  our  football  and 
cinema  were  finally  stopped  after 
they  had  been  going  for  a short 
time. 

Tl)e  reason  (or  Uiis  wax  typically

Into  Oflag  IV.C  a class  of  prisoner 
I known  ax  a "Prominent  Prisoner. ' 
j These  were  officers  related  to  well-

Presumably,  the  Ciermans  thought. 
In  the  event  of  ihtngs  going  wrong, 
they  could  use  tliese  chaps  for  bar- 
tering They  were  sperialljr  guarded 
and  were  not  showed  to  leave  the 
yard  of  the  caxile. 

Conxequently.  when  the  Germans 
I said  that  we  could  go  out.  but  noi 
I these  officers,  we  refused,  and  wr 
nevar -jteiuMlkvttt 
Subsequeutly.  the  Gertnaiu  per- 
' milled  the  prominent  prisoners  to 
go  out  on  parole  walk.*  Tliey  were 
taken  out  whh  an  equivalent  num- 
' ber  of  guards  with  loaded  rlflex.  plus 
, an  under -officer  with  a tummy  gun 
J About  this  Mime  time  the  Ger- 
mans permitted  me  to  go  out  on 
parole  walks,  since  I could  not  exer- 
I ciee  myself  in  the  easUe  owing  to 
the  nature  of  the  courtyard.  When 
r h.  < <ed  on  taking  an  RnglUh  t»f- 
ficer  out  with  me  they  agreed,  pro- 
, vided  It  wax  Uie  same  oKit-er  all  the 
time 


Thus  were  inaugurated  the  twice- 
weekly  walks  which  Peter  Dollar  and 
1 took,  and  which  towards  the  end 
of  the  war.  became  extremely  useful 
(or  reasons  that  wlU  become  appar- 
ent later  on. 

The  parole  business  at  first  in- 
furuied  us  because  we  disliked  the 
Idea  of  giving  our  word  of  honor  not 
lo  escape  and  then  being  sent  out 
with  an  armed  guard. 

At  first  there  were  only  three 
prominent  prisoners,  Charlie  Hope- 
toun.  Giles  Romllly  and  Michael 
Alexander.
